WINTER GARDEN IN CELLAR 
New York, Jan. 1^.—Three persons 


lost their lives and tllere were a num­ 


ber of rescues by police and citizens 
in a fire in a tenement in Ninth ave­ 
nue early yesterday morning.

Rhubarb Will Do Well With Tempera­ 
ture of Fifty Degrees— Other Vege­ 
tables Can Be Cultivated. 


Several garden vegetables can be 
successfully grown in the cellar dur­ 
ing the winter and will furnish fresh 
.material for the table when such 
things are most appreciated. Rhubarb 
and asparagus roots are easily forced 
into growth. 
Take up vigorous roots 
just before freezing, th e n 'allow then! 
to freeze and remain in that condition 
for two weeks. Put them in boxes of 
earth in a-cool cellar and they almost 
immediately begin .to furnish a sup­ 
ply of beautifully blanched stalks. A 
temperature of about fifty degrees is 
desirable. 
Rhubarb will do we}! qt 
even a lower heat and should .be kept 
in absolute darkness. 
Cellar windows thaf face east and 
south are good places to grow lettuce 
that Iras been previously started out* 
side. Roots of parsley taken from the 
garden will thrive and furnish a sup­ 
ply for salads and garnishes alL win­ 
ter. Clumps of chives are also easily 
grown. These are doubly welcome in 
winter for soups and anything requir­ 
ing a mild flavor of onion. 
Spearmint plants will grow abund­ 
antly in a cellar heated by a furnace 
or they may be taken to the kitchen 
window. 
The fresh leaves are much 
better than dried ones for making 
mint sauce or anything requiring this 
particular flavor. Belated pepper and. 
egg plants taken up before frost and 
potted will continue to bear fruit all 
•winter lf kept in ^ wartn room.

To provide proper ventilation for 
a chicken coop in the winter time is 
a very difficult task, unless special ar­ 
rangement was made for it when the 
coop was built. A hole of any appre­ 
ciable cize is sure to admit a lot of 
snow’ and sleety with every storm. Be­ 
sides this being harmful for the chick­ 
ens, it leaves a lot of snow and ice to 
melt on the door of the coop, which 
soon causes it to rot and decay. We 
have found, however, that by enlarg­ 
ing the holes somewhat and then 
tacking several thicknesses of cloth 
over them, the proper amount of I 
fresh air will be admitted, while the j 
snow and sleet will be excluded. The 1 
cloth should be a light color so as to I 
keep the interior of the coop lighter.

should feed both to

near a balanced ration, and / they 
should be fed in the proportion of 
one part of the wheat bran to six parts 
of the corn. 
This, with corn stover 
as roughage and with an occasional 
feed of oil meal or a change to some 
of the concentrated feeds like gluten 
meal, will supply a fairly balanced 
ration and not a costly one. 
Those 
who have to do with farm affairs are 
coming more and more to figure out 
these problems instead of guessing at 
what they should do or working on 
the same plans they followed years 
ago, when conditions were, perhaps, 
much different. 
This is going in tho

The condition or the 
amount of flesh the ewes nre carry­ 
ing must guide the feeder. 
Ewes in 
good condition need not be fed grain 
until about a month before lambing, 
when they should gradually be accus­ 
tomed to It. 
Ewes in thin or poor 
condition should receive from one- 
fourth to one-half a pound of grain. 
Straight corn is not the hest grain 
ration. 
The grain feed should con­ 
tain some of the blood and muscle 
building material. 
A ration of six 
parts corn, three parts wheat bran, 
one part linseed oil cake, by weight, 
has proven very satisfactory at tile 
Missouri agricultural experiment sta­ 
tion.

MOST 
COLORFUL 
GLIMPSE 
AT 
MAIN 
HEADQUARTERS OF 


T H E BELGIAN ARMY. 


RULERS OF ALLIED POWERS MEET 


Uniforms Are Bewildering in Their 
Variety, and the Most Modern 


W ar 
Vehicle 
Jostles 
the Primitive. 


Fumes, West Flanders, Jan. 15- 
From the main headquarters of the j 
Belgian army in the Hotel de Ville 
here one gets perhaps the most color­ 
ful glimpse of the trappings of war 
that may be had anywhere among the 
allies. 
It is a picturesqueness lack­ 
ing in khaki-clad England. 
In front of the Hotel de Ville is the 
square where the rulers of three of 
the allied powers met their general^ 
several weeks ago. 
Here the most 
modern war vefticl jostles the primi­ 
tive when the armored 
car 
locks 
wheels 
with 
a cape-covered mule- 
^drawn cart of the French African sol­ 
dier. 
The square is packed with ev­ 
ery description .of conveyance. 
Be­ 
fore the door of headquarters is a 
line of war-stained automobiles still 
showing traces of their aristocratic 
past. 
In the middle of the square 
motorbuses converted 
into 
kitchens 
and commissariat wagons, are sur­ 
rounded by a hungry mob of soldiers. 
The uniforms are bewildering in 
their variety. 
The most conspicuous 
is the red-trousered French infantry­ 
man. 
Some French cavalrymen are 
present with their helmets disporting 
its long horse tail, but with the bright 
metal covered with dull leather. Bel­ 
gian guides in their green with red 
trimmings add to the color, while the 
quiet note is struck by the Belgian 
artillery in American army blue. 
But the most picturesque effect is 
provided by the French and Belgian 
African troops, many thousands of 
whom have marched through Fumes 
this week. 
Their officers, in high 
cantled saddles, are mounted on beau­ 
tiful horses. 
They wear long, red­ 
lined capes which float behind them 
as they gallop along, with everything 
except tho background for a desert 
picture. 
The soldiers wear a more 
sober colored cape/ with a turban-like 
hood. 
Their blue bolero jackets arc 
trimmed in gold and they wear baggy 
corduroy trousers. 


These Africans seem as distrustful 


of their white allies’ transport as of 
his food and for hours the little hood­ 
ed carts, each drawn by three small 
unkempt mules, threaded their way 
through the square. Behind the carts 
came trains of pack 
mules 
loaded 
with 
ammunition 
and 
entrenching 
tools and looking like a prospector’s 
outfit in the Rocky Mountains. 
The square is a scene of constant 
butsle 
and 
activity. 
Staff officers 
come and go, the Belgian war min­ 
ister rushes in for a few moments’ 
conference with the king 
and 
his 
staff, and away again in his miiltary 
car. 
Cavalry regiments wita sleek 
horses, rested now after their terri­ 
ble retreat from Antwerp, line up for 
inspection, while a cyclist corps in 
from a scouting foray clean and re­ 
pair their trenches. Unattached units 
play about waiting for orders or food. 
Suddenly a pig strays into the square 
and after a race around and under­ 
neath some armored cars he is cap­ 
tured and disappears into a house 
just off the square, where some sol­ 
diers are quartered. 
He makes his 
next appearance at a portable field 
kitchen captured from the Germans 
and now standing before a ninth cen­ 
tury church in which a thousand sol­ 
diers have slept the night before in 
straw covering the stone flagging. 
These are the actual fighting men 
on almost constant duty, yet the key­ 
note is gaiety. 
When a gToup

gather about the dining table in the 
quaint old hotel, with the date 157“ 
carved into the oaken beams, war is 
the supreme topic, hut its grimness is 
relieved by jokes and laughter.
